Something About a Powertal Machine 
and Its Inventor. 

The roll of modern mventors contains no 
more attractive name than that of the 
sturdy Scot who invented the marvelous 
steam hammer. The life of James Nasmyth, 
says Harper's Young People, was a romance. 
His achievements were noble, his success 
was brilliant and his character was 80 
cheerful, sunny, upright and happy that it 
is a delight to dwell upon it. 

He himself has told us, in words of simple, 
hearty enthusiasm. the story of his boyhood

is curious that his very name had a history 
ip striking coatrast witb the actual facts of 
his life. One of his ancestors, it is said, in 
trying to escape from the enemy on a battle- 
field, assumed the disguise of a blacksmith. 


“Why, you are nae smyth” (no 
smith): whence came the family name of 
Nasmyth. Now no greater smith ever lived 
than this James of the contrary name, who 
made the steam hammer. The old warlike 
family motto, too, Nou arte, sed marte” 
(Not by art, put by war), was so entirely 
cortradcictory to James Nasmyth's pursuits 
tha: he turned it enurely around, and made 
it “Non marte, sed arte“ (Not by war, but 
by art). It was, indeed, by his masterful 
art that he achieved triumphs more endur- 
ing for tre good of mankind than any war 
bas ever been. Let us see what an un- 
usual kind of a boy James Nasmyth was. 

He soon conceived a great interest in 
chemistry. The father of one of his school 
mates had a chemical laboratory at Leith, a 
mile or so distant from Edinburgh, and to 
this laboratory young Nasmyth was freely 
adzitted. When some interesting experi- 
ment was avout to de made, Tom Smith, 
Nasmyth’s „ung friend, would hoist a 
white Jag ona pole in the garden at Leith, 
whereat Nasmyth eagerly ran down and 
took part in the erperiment. The boys not 
only had a hand in the erperiments, but 
taught themselves how to make each sub- 
stance used in them, instea |! of buying the 
substances in the shops. Thus Nasmyth 
soon becgme a very skillful practical chem- 
ist. 

At the age of seventeen young Nismyth 
began to turn his. mechanical talents to 
practical tccount. He made a little steam 
engine for grinding his father’s colors; he 
constructed syme workshop engines and 
the model of a condensing er eine to be 
used at t schanics’ institutes, and after at- 
tending for fouror five years the Edin- 
burgh School of Arts. made the modelof a 
steam earriage for railway pa-poses. For 
it was just at that time, when Nasmyth was 
nineteen, that the possibility of applying 
steam to land travel was on the point of be- 
ing proved. It took Nasmyth four months 
of absorbing labor to complete his steam 
carriage, and when done it was run suc- 
eéssfully on the Queensbury road, near Ed- 
inburgh, carrying eight passengers, who 
at upon low seats only three feet from the 
ground. Tais seems to us now a very rude 
and uncouth way of traveling, but when 
Nasmyth's steam engine proved to be a 
success it was looked upon as a wonder of 
wonders. 

One of the most important events of 
young Nasmyth’s life was when he was ad- 
mitted to the famous works of Henry 
Maudsley, in London. Mr Maudsiey was 
an eccentric but kind-hearted man, and very 
shrewd m mechanical work, and his reputa- 
tion was world-wide. He had long refused 
to admit any more pupils in his works; but 
he was so struck with the genius shown in 
the models which Nasmyth displayed to him 
that he not only accepted the young Swot as 
a pupil, but took him into his own private 
workshop. “Here I wish you to work,“ 
said Maudsley, “beside me, as my as- 
sistant.“ Nasmyth remained with this gen- 
erous patron two years. when Maudsley 
died. 

Nasmyth was now fully equipped for his 
Ute work. He took charge of a large 
foundry near Manchester, where he soon 
acquired more than a competence. 

He was one of those who had the rare 
privilege of witnessing the opening of the 
first railway, that between Manchester and 
Liverpool, and to see Stephenson's 
„Rocket“ draw the first train out of Man- 
chester. The establishment of railways 
gave abundance of work to Nasmyth, who 
now made locomotives for the new compe 
nies which rapidly sprang up. 

But the great achievement of Nasmyth’s 
life “Was the invention of that powerful 
steam hammer which still continues to be a 
marvel to all who see its operation, at once 
mighty and delicate. Itis said of this ma- 
chine that it can chip an egg resting on an 
anvil without breaking it, while it can also 
deliver 4 twelve-ton blow which will make 
a whole township tremble. We can not do 
betier than to quote Nasmyth’s own de- 
scription of this crowning mechanical tri- 
umph of his life: 

“It cons‘sted of, first, a massive anvil on 
which to rest the work; second, a block of 
iron corstituting the hammer or blow-giv- 
ing portion, third, an inverted steam 
cylinder, to whose piston-rod the hammer 
block was attached. All that was then re 
quired to produce a most effective hammer 
Wag simply to admit stean of sufficient 
préssure into the cylinder so as to act on 
the under side of the piston, and thus to 
raise the hammer block attached to the end 
of the piston-rod. By a very simple ar- 
rangement of a slide valve, under the con- 
trol of an attendant, the steam was allowed 
to escape, and thus permit the massive 
block of iron rapidly to descend by its own 
gravity upon the work on the anvil. Thus, 
by a more or less rapid manner in which 
the attendant allows the steam to enter or 
esca from the cylinder, any required 
number or any intensity of blows could be

same old how! that so and so went 
back on them. 


THE TWO HOUSES, 


Taken as a whole are composed of rep- 
resentative men from tho several 
counties, and as a Legislative body 
will, in point of ability and dignity, 
compare favorably with the dignified 
and talented bodies of older and larger 
States. The officers and attaches of 
both houses seem to, at once, take to 
their respective positions like old 
hands, and promise to be efficient in 
every department. The organization 
was completed on the first day, Mon- 
day, and business was at once pro- 
ceeded with.

Their 
unauthorized appearance di Ivangorod, 
when they should have been at their homes, 
and their half-secret visite—generally at 
night - to the house of Dr. Baillie, were re 
garded as evidence of a political conspiracy, 
and on the 10th of May, 1879, both they and 
the young surgeon were arrested and ex- 
ued by administrative process to Siberia. 
Dr. Baillie eventually was sent to the arctic 
village of Verkhoyansk, latitude 67.30, in 
the province of Yakutsk, where he was 
seen in 1882 by Engineer Melville, Lieuten- 
ant Danenhower, Mr. W. H. Gilder and 
all the survivors of the arctic er 
ploring steamer Jeannette. At the time 
of Dr. Baillie’s banishment, his wife, a 7 
beautiful young woman, twenty-four or 
twenty-five years of age, was expecting con- 
finement, and was therefore unable te go to 
Siberia with him. As soon as possible, 
however, after the birth of her child, and 
before she had fully recovered her strength, 
she left her nursing baby with relatives and 
started on a journey of more than 6,000 
miles to join her husband in a village situ- 
ated north of the Arctic Circle and near the 
Asiatio pole of cold. She had not the 
necessary means to make such a journey by 
rail, steamer and post, as Lieutenant 
Scheutze made it in 1885-86, and was there- . 
tore forced to ask permission of the 
Minister of the Interior to travel 
with a party of exiles. As far as the city of 
Tomsk in Western Siberia, both political 
and common criminal exiles are rted 
in convict trains or barges. Beyond that 
point the common crimioals walk, and the 
politiculs are carried in telegas, at the rate 
of about sixty miles a week, stopping in an 
etape every third day for rest. At this rate 
of progress Mrs. Baillie would have reached 
her husband’s place of exile only after six- 
teen months of incessant hardship, priva- 
tion and suffering. But she did not reach it. 
For many weeks her hope, courage and love 
sustained her, and enabled her to endure 
without complaint the jolting, the suffocat- 
ing dust, the scorching beat, and the cold 
autuinnal rains on the road, and the bad 
food; the plank sleeping-benches, the ver- 
min, and the pestilenual air of the etapes; 
but human endurance has its limits. Three 
or four months of this unreiieved misery, 
with constant aoxiety about her husband 
and for the babe that, for her husband’s 
sake, she had abandoned in Russia, broke 
down her health and her spirit. She sank 
into deep despondency and eventually began
